—hbut they are topped. 

CYPRESS QUESTION SETTLED 

Mountain avenue cypress trees | 
also came up for discussion again, 
with presentation of results of the 
recent survey to determine the 
wishes of residents along the ave- 
mue regarding the trees. WNine- 
teen voted to have the trees out, 
while eight voted to retain them, 
and two declined to state. Of the 
nearly 50 questicnnaries matied 
out, only 30 were returned. With 
this showing the board felt that 
residents had had their chance to 
express themselves either way. 

It was made clear by the coun- 
cilmen that the council and the

Responsibilities to Your Community

Almost every individual and every firm and organization 


ean do or say whatever seems right-—and their good acts and 
their poor acts affect a comparatively few people. 

This is national newspaper we ek and therefore, with 
emphasis, may it be stated that a newspaper is in a field by 
itself. What the newspaper management does with the 


paper, what is printed and what is omitted, is vital to every- 


ene in the community. 

Rather than being just another commercial business in 
the newspaper is the sum total of the hopes, 
community. It if a recorder of the 
community’s current history. It reflects the attitude of the 
people. It secks to aid in building up and maintaining the 
good name of the community. It is a medium through which 
ideas are expressed Eresly. ‘ 

One hears much of a ‘‘free press’. Perhaps the real mean- 
img of that phrase is best learned in the small community, 
where the newspaper is close to the people. 

Not that the big city dailies are not in the category of a 

**free press’’, but in the smaller community, you—meaning 
everyone in the community—quite intimately know your 
mewspaper staff personnel and personally know of the peo- 
ple whose names figure in the news and advertising columns. 

Views are expressed by the editor and by anyone ‘else who 
cares to put in print his thoughts about current events. 

A newspaper is in a field by itself for several reasons. 
The principal reason is that it is a printed visitor in your 
homes and as a visitor it tells you what other people are 
d@eing and thinking. 

While one might be inclined to use National Newspaper 
week as an oceasion to seek to impress upon the public the 
mmportance of the newspaper, we would rather reflect on the 
mewspaper's responsibility to the community. 

An ‘“‘Bditor’s Creed’’ clearly enunciates the standard 
that it is fitting to set forth during this week of all weeks 
for newspapers. 

We believe in the profession of journalism. 

We believe that the public journal is a public trust; that 
all connected with it are, to the full measure of their respons- 
jhility, trustees for the public; that acceptance of lesser ser- 


the community, 
the aspirations of the 


—-viee than the public service is betrayal of this trust. 


We believe that an editor should write only what he 


holds in his heart to be true. 
We. believe that clear thinking and clear statement, ac- 
euracy and fairness, are fundamental to good journalism. 
We believe that suppression of the news, for any con- 


sideration other than the welfare of society, is indefensible. 
We believe that no one should write as a reporter or 
editor what he would not say as a gentleman; that bribery 


‘by one’s own pocketbook is as much to be avoided as brib- 


ery by the pocketbook of another; that individual respons- 
ibility may not be escaped by pleading another’s instructions 
or another’s dividends. 

We believe that advertising, news and editorial columns 
should alike serve the best interests ‘of readers; that a single 
standard of helpful truth and cleanliness should prevail for 
all;that the supreme test of good journalism is the measure 
of its publie service. 

We believe that the journalism which succeeds best— 
and best deserves success—fears God and honors man; is

‘A “return to. the soil’ move- 
ment is recorded in the first of a 
series of _ comprehensive studies 
by Dr. Leon B. Truesdell, chief 
statistician of the census bureau,

cent lived in cities and 79.3 ‘in
